Health Board 
Insures Milk 


City Health De- 
partment Strives 
for Safety 


This is the first of a series of 


four articles by Evan Wray, city 
meat and milk inspector, dealing 
with the work being done by the 
health department and the nec- 
essary care for milk.

Milk is not a mere beverage but 


a balance food which supplies pro- 
tein, fat, carbohydrates, mineral mat- 
ter and vitamins inproper proport- 
ion to meet the needs of the hu- 
man body. The cheap advantages of 
its use are that it is a well balahced 
item, it is easily digested, contains 
no waste material such as bone, peel- 
ing, skin, or shell,, that it requires no 
cooking ,and is cheaper than many 
products having the same food value.

Hcmpstead county homemakers are 


finding that the solution of meat stor- 
age problem is of important both to 
the family's health and the family's 
pocketbook, says Miss Mary Claude 
SUetcher, county home demonstra- 
tion agent. 


In this regard, Mrs. Ida A. Fenton 


of the University of Arkansas Col- 
lege of Agriculture, declares that even 
though a roast may come from a blue 
ribbon winner and be a choice piece, 
it will soon deteriorate if jt is not 
stored properly. 


However, by taking a few simple 


precautions in storing meat, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Fenton, housewives can 
be sure of getting their "money's 
worth" from the meat as well as pro- 
tection against food poisoning. 


Uncooked meat should be stored in 


the coldest part of the household re- 
frigerator covered only by a piece of 
waxed paper laid loosely over it. 'In 
order to discuorage bacterial action, 
the surface should be kept dry. 


Only just before cooking should a 


damp cloth be used to dense the 
meat. After it is cooked, the meat 
should be allowed to cool to room 
temperature before it is returned to 
the refrigerator. It should then be' 
covered to prevent drying and re- 
placed in the coldest part of the re- 
frigerator. 


The flavor and tenderness of meat, 


particularly chicken, can be greatly 
improved if it can be chilled for al 
least 24 hours be/ore cooking. 
If 


the family refrigerator is large enough 
to permit, the quuliyt of the meat can 
be further .improved by allowing the 
meat to remain chilled for a longer 
period, from 36 to 48 hours, the Ex- 
tension economist in home manage- 
ment says.

families who are making electricity

Puzzle — Cured

MINNEAPOLIS—Vaccines tested at 


the University of Minnesota for pre- 
vention of common colds have re- 
sulted in one of the real puzzles of 
medicine, 


Ninety-lwo students 
were 
given 


some vaccines, made of heat-killec 
bacteria, long used by doctors- foi 
cold prevention. 


Eighty-eight sludenls, for purposes 


of comparison, received nolhing bul a 
physiolgoical sail solulion, something 
supposed to have no effect at all. The 
salt was given so that students in 
neither group knew whether they 
were being vaccinated with the cold- 
preventatives. 


Both groups were equally 
cold- 


susceptible. Those having the vaccines 
showed a 55 per cent reduction in 
colds under previous years. 
Those 


with salt had a reduction of 61 per 
cent. 


These tests are reported in the 


Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation by Doctors H. S. Diehl, A. B. 
Baker, and D. W. Cowan. 


They made these experiments at the 


request of physicians afler similar 
tests in previous years had failed to 
show much advantage of vaccines. The 
previously tesled vaccines were made 
of mechanically-killed germs. 


In Ihe presenl report the vaccines 


were mdae of heal-killed germs.

peat thoughl that heat-killed bacteria 
night have a different proleclive ef- 
fect from mechanically killed.
